The district has had a history of 
avoiding grants and it has taken 
more than 15 years to reverse the 
school board policy. Some charge 
that the old policy was a reaction 
against integration. 

Malloy said the old policy was 
“not to apply for any federal 
money because it implied federal 
strings which they did not wantto 
have to live with. 

“Tt was a very parochial kind 
of an attitude,’’ he said, ‘‘and it 
really limited the school district’s 
funding and millions of dollars 
went unclaimed by a policy which 
was to deliberately not apply for 
grants. It’s just being undone 
now.” 

While the Governmental Rela- 
tions and Fund Raising office is

Albany Council Action

ALBANY -- Albany city coun- 
cilmembers, without a raise in 80 
years, are planning to ask Albany 
residents once again to increase 
their salaries. 

But first they need to ensure 
that enough voters show up at the 
polls. Last April’s local election 
drew only 17 percent of Albany’s 
voters, and a measure to increase 
councilmember salaries lost by 
three votes. 

“Tt’s the kind of issue that peo- 
ple go to vote against and not to 
vote for,”’ said city charter review 
committee chair Tony Caine at 
Monday’s city council meeting. 

The council is considering ask- 
ing voters to change the date of ci- 
ty elections, now held in April. 
Changing the date could put city 
issues on the same ballot as the 
county and state elections, coun-

Merging Albany city elections 
with that of other local elections 
will also reduce the cost. 

If the salary increase measure 
had passed, it would have increas- 
ed councilmember salaries from a 
maximum of $25 a month to 
$300. Salaries have not changed 
since 1908 when the city was 
incorporated. 

On April’s ballot were four 
unopposed candidates running 
for treasurer and city council, 
three candidates for two seats on 
the Board of Education and the 
measure for salary increase.

Kensington 
Weighs $20 
Clean-Up Tax

KENSINGTON -- Residents 
may have to pay a tax of $20 a 
year to see their public gardens 
free of weeds, their paths lit and 
their trash cleared. 

The Kensington Community 
Service District is considering in- 
stalling a resident-funded land- 
scaping district for tending to 
public grounds. 

Public areas all over town have 
prompted complaints from Kens- 
ingtonians about inadequate care. 
At the Arlington business district, 
weeds are poking up between the 
trees, flowers need watering and 
papers litter the ground. 

The few foot paths in the area 
have no lighting. And the newly- 
planted traffic circle on Colusa 
Avenue is filled with flowers and 
shrubs that will soon require 
watering, weeding and pruning. 

“There’s a lot of trash and 
weeds,’’ said Rosemary Barnwell, 
in charge of beautification for the 
Kensington Improvement Club. 
“Joggers have ruined the cacti,’’ 
she added. 

Barnwell has tended the 
planted areas with help from 
other members of the club. But 
the work is too much to ask from 
volunteers, she said, especially 
since the completion of Colusa 
Circle. 

The response to these problems 
is the proposed landscape district, 
which would be supported by a 
tax on Kensington residents. The 
district would hire gardeners and 
oversee maintenance. 

Possible responsibilities of the 
district include weeding, watering 
and pruning plants, clearing 
trash, installing lights on 
pathways and cleaning the kiosk 
at Ardmore Road and Arlington 
Way. 

The decision on creating a land- 
scape district is awaiting the result 
of KCSD research into costs. But 
boardmembers disagree as to 
whether the county or KCSD 
should manage the district. 

“‘We’re just trying to find the 
simplest way and hopefully the 
least expensive,’’ said Sheila 
Brody, president of KCSD. 

KCSD has two options: bring- 
ing a landscaping district under its 
own jurisdiction or hiring one 
through Contra Costa County.

Ross Corey got out of politics 
after a few years. When bids were 
made for new street lighting, the 
paving of San Pablo Avenue and 
garbage collection, Corey award- 
ed the bids to the lowest bidders 
instead of accepting the bribes he 
was offered. ‘‘That’s why he did 
not last in  politics,’’ said 
Margaret. ‘“‘He was a young man 
and the older men mistakenly 
thought they could wind him 
around their little fingers. I think 
if honest people stay in politics 
long enough they will become cor- 
rupt. Money corrupts people and 
there are lots of payoffs in 
politics.’’

Ross Corey continued working 
as an attorney until 1955 when he 
learned he had cancer of the 
throat.

He 
left a note saying he killed himself 
so his darling Margaret, rather 
than the doctors, would get the 
money from his estate.

She went into business for 
herself for five years, purchasing 
inventories of bankrupt stores.

Shortly after coming on board 
as police chief in El Cerrito he 
won the City Council’s approval 
for a new system of recruiting 
officers from an expanded pool 
of candidates. The plan had been 
used in other areas, Givens said, 
and although the previous system 
in El Cerrito was appropriate un- 
til that time, changes were neces- 
sary. 

“T asked the council if we 
would expand our recruiting base 
so we didn’t eliminate any possi- 
bilities and they agreed,’’ he said. 
Usually cities choose from eandi- 
dates who have put themselves

The trouble started when a tran- 
sient, Leroy Grigsby, complained 
to Richmond police that he was 
kidnapped, beaten while hand- 
cuffed and forced to walk into the 
Bay by an El Cerrito officer while 
another officer stood by.

“Every department has its 
down time, and those types of 
times certainly affect the morale 
out there,’’ Givens said. ‘‘I didn’t 
observe that the negative publicity 
affected any individual’s work at- 
titude. I feel the nature of the in- 
cident presented us with a prob- 


lem, and that has been resolved.”’ 

He said that in spite of such 
difficulties, his experience in 
police work has been rewarding. 
““When people look back, there’s 
a tendency to remember the good 
times, times when you felt you 
were doing something. I guess 
when I started out...we all have 
high ideals. I stayed because I en- 
joyed it,’’ he said. ‘‘In the majori- 
ty of instances — I’d say 99 per- 
cent — the contact I’ve had with 
people has been positive.”’ 

When Givens returns to the 
police department, probably in 
March, one of his largest con- 
cerns will be continuing to ad- 
dress the city’s need for increased 


through the police academy. The 
new program identifies candi- 
dates before they enter the acad- 
emy and pays their way in 
exchange for an agreement that 
the officer will work for El Cer- 
rito for at least three years. ‘“We 
found that by expanding this re- 
cruit base our chances of repre- 
senting the demographics of the 
community are better,’’ Givens 
said. ‘‘We’re no longer eliminat- 
ing a potential pool of candi- 
dates.”’ 

He said he believes the depart- 
ment has been relatively unaffec- 
ted by the political storm ge- 
nerated by the now-landmark 
Grigsby police brutality charges.

The author has vowed that if 
abuses such as rate gouging occur 
he would introduce legislation to 
solve the problem. This is accor- 
ding to the LA Times. 

AB 4096 changes the law regar- 
ding the notification to buyers of 
changes in the terms of a revolv- 
ing charge account in certain 
limited circumstances beginning 
Jan. 1. 

Under existing law, account 
holders must be notified of a 
change fewer than 30 days prior 
to the effective date of the change 
or 30 days prior to the beginning 
of the billing cycle within which 
the change will become effective, 
whichever is the earlier date. 

This remains the law with 
respect to the most term changes, 
including rate increases. 

However, under AB 4096, 
when a rate or fee is being reduc- 
ed it will be sufficient if it appears 
on or accompanies the periodic 
statements mailed to buyers in the 
ordinary course of business. 

Pamphlets on this subject are 
available in the Chamber office at 
10506 San Pablo Ave. free of 
charge. 

Volunteers immune 

California Chamber-sponsored 
legislation to provide immunity 
for volunteer directors and of- 
ficers of certain non-profit 
associations will take effect Jan. 

1, 1989. 

SB 1755 (Lockyer) provides 
protections for good faith but 
negligent decisions made by 
volunteers of organizations incor- 
porated under Sections 501(c)(3) 
or 501(c)(6) of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 

To qualify for the protection, 
the non-profit group must carry 
“general liability’? insurance 
coverage. The amount depends 
on the size of the group’s budget. 

For example, a group with an 
annual budget of less than 
$50,000 must carry minimum 
liability coverage of $500,000. A 
group with an annual budget 
equal to or greater than $50,000 
must carry a minimum of $1 
million. 

The new law also provides a 
“pleading hurdle’’ for some non- 
profit groups. That means that 
before volunteer directors and of- 
ficers of groups such as civic 
leagues or public golf courses can 
be sued, the complaining party

ALBANY -- Outlines of three 
new courses for the Albany Adult 
School were presented to the 
School Board at its Nov. 8 
meeting.

kept, and the service reps at the 
office would simply offer to sche- 
dule another appointment. 

She mentioned the problems to 
her neighbors and discovered they 
were having similar problems. 
She called the city of El Cerrito 
for help and discovered she could 
fill out a complaint form which 
goes to the city manager, which 
she did. 

Interim City Manager Dan Gi- 
vens said his office received 30 
written complaints about Bay 
Cablevision during the months of 
September and October, and 
many more phone calls. During 
the recent conversion of outdated 
underground lines, ‘‘We would be 
getting as many as 12 to 15 callsa 
day over a period of a week,”’ 
said Givens. ‘‘A vast majority of 
those people did not submit a 
written complaint to us.’’ At this 
point, he said, he believes most of 
the problems have been resolved. 

Another customer who filed a 
complaint with the city said she 
was never told that Bay Cablev- 
ision has its own system for han- 
dling complaints. ‘‘The last time I 
made an appointment before the 
cable finally got hooked up, I as- 
ked, ‘Where can I complain?’’’ 
said Kirsti Bellows. ‘‘She 
wouldn’t tell me. She said I could 
only talk to her and all she knew 
was what the computer screen 
said.’” 

Both she and Blofstein said the 
office staff implied that the prob- 
lems they were having were their 
own fault. ‘‘Every time I called 
the office they made it sound like 
there must be something wrong 
with me, that no one else was 
having this problem,’’ Bellows 
said. 


Garver would not enter a plea 
at her hearing Tuesday, said a 
court clerk.

general manager, said the com- 
pany has a complaint procedure 
that is carefully followed by cus- 
tomer service representatives. If 
the subscriber is unhappy, the 
problem first goes to the district 
manager and then the general 
manager, he said. ‘“‘Any com- 
plaint we get, we immediately ad- 
dress it, send people out and solve 
the problem,’’ Young said. 
“We're in the service business. 
Who wants an unhappy cus- 
tomer?”’ 

He acknowledged that poor re- 
ception had been a temporary 
problem due to faulty work of 
one contractor, but said that was 
quickly remedied. ‘‘I’m satisfied 
that we did an outstanding job, 
especially in light of problems 
with that one contr -tor,’’ he 
said. . 

He called the reception trouble 
“old news’ and said most of the 
complaints were due to people not 
understanding how to use the new 
equipment, which no longer re- 
quires that viewers switch manua- 
lly from one set of cable channels 
to another. Information about 
the conversion was published in 
the West County Times and Bay 
Cablevision’s guide, but Young 
said many people simply didn’t 
bother to inform themselves. 

“Surveys suggest the public is 
in large part uninformed and 
chooses to remain so; they don’t 
know and they don’t want to 
know. It’s most discouraging,’’ 
Young said. Bay Cablevision is 
organizing tours to show sub- 
scribers the improvements that 
have been made and is currently 
developing a commercial that ex- 
plains how to use the new system.

According to the Public Works 
Department at the county, the tax 
on a landscaping district would 
run about $15 to $20 a year per 
household.

said. ‘‘That’s a lot to put on 
him.”’ 

KCSD director Larry Thal 
argued that if a landscaping 
district were governed by KCSD, 
Kensington residents would have 
more control over it.

“The advantage of the com- 
munity having an involvement in 
it may outweigh the benefits of 
going through the county,’’ he 
said.

of similar size have long had such 
departments. These districts ap- 
plied for grants year after year, 
according to Malloy, and ‘‘are in 
better shape because they didn’t 
have to spend their own funds do- 
ing things that others were willing 
to finance.”’ 

Aiding the district’s success in 
obtaining grants are new federal 
regulations that provide funding 
for ‘‘magnet schools’’ like 
systems for choice. 

“‘We have much more focus, 
which makes it easier for the 
granting agencies to focus on us,”’ 
said Assistant Director of Fun- 
ding and Development Laurel 
Barton. 

“That gives them more of a 
target,’’ said Barton. ‘“‘And cer- 
tainly, if we happen to be in line 
with the way the federal govern- 
ment is moving with the programs 
it’s funding, and we are, that

The 323 model now includes a 
GTX model which features four- 
wheel drive and a sporty sedan 
called the GT. This has 
broadened the price base of the 
323 from $6,000 up to $13,000 for 
the four-door GTX four wheel 
drive sedan.

wish that Mazda had gone a little 
extra distance with a few other 
items. The 323’s options gave it 
most of the luxuries that one 
would expect from a higher line 
automobile. It was automatic 
(which I didn’t enjoy). It had air 
conditioning, power steering 
(which I did enjoy) and plenty of 
little courtesy items like remote 
mirrors and interior lights that 
stayed on for a few seconds after 
you closed the door. 


Good vision 


The body style has a slight aer- 
o-look which has taken much of 
the older boxy styling away. The 
high glass area remains, giving all 
the occupants a clear view of the 
passing world. 

The trunk is surprisingly big for 
such a small automobile. The 
folding rear seat flips forward to 
open the trunk up into a large 
cargo area with carpet. The back 
seat splits so you can still carry a 
back seat passenger while simul- 
taneously carrying a lengthy piece 
of cargo, like skis. The only dis- 
appointment with this arrange- 
ment is that you cannot secure the 
trunk, as it is impossible to lock 
the flip-down back seat. 

The sedan’s four doors are all 
large, and open wide allowing for 
easy access to the front and rear 
spaces. These, combined with 
good sized rear footwells and a 
respectable amount of leg room 
(considering the size of the 323) 
allow back seat passengers to 
travel in reasonable comfort. The 
rear seat is firm and comfortable 
with an upright back and an arm 
rest. 

My children were quite happy 
because the seats this year have 
more sculpturing and give better 
support. The front seats are quite 
comfortable but a little on the 
firm side. 

I covered many miles during 
my testing of the Mazda and 
found myself squirming about 
trying to get comfortable after 
about 150. miles. The seats are 
covered with a velour-like mate- 
rial that has a ribbed pattern but a 
smooth touch. The interior is 
quite pleasing to the eye although 
a few fandangles or do-dads junk

The doors have a smart molded 
trim incorporating an armrest and 
map pockets. The dash is simple 
with a tacho, speedo and temper- 
ature and fuel gauges. These are 
all clearly displayed by large in- 
struments and help make the 323 
easy to operate. 


Radio detracts 


The factory stereo is AM/FM 
and includes a tape deck with 
graphic equalizer. This unit is 
mounted low in the center console 
and requires an ‘‘eyes off the 
road’’ operation to use it correc- 
tly. I would have preferred it 
mounted higher in the dash, as it 
has good sound reproduction and 
a reasonably good receiver for 
FM. Other interior touches in- 
clude a center armrest with stor- 
age box and a coin holder in the 
dash. 

The steering wheel has a semi- 
soft grip with small horn buttons 
on each of the two spokes. The 
lights, wipers and turn signals are 
mounted on two stalks on the 
steering column and easy to oper- 
ate. The driving position is clear 
and well placed. 

The power assisted steering has 
a pleasant feel which is a distinct

ingly well, giving snappy shifts 
and good acceleration from the 
1.6 liter four cylinder engine. It is 
operated by a tall T shifter moun- 
ted on the floor in front of the 
emergency brake. 


The standard four cylinder eng- 
ine is mounted transversely across 
the front of the car driving the 
front wheels. It produces a usable 
82 horsepower with its overhead 
cam and electric fuel injection 
and engine management system. 
On the freeway the automatic ver- 
sion returned 25 miles to the gal- 
lon but the five speed manual 
should give you 30 mpg or better. 


As a total package the Mazda 
323 is a well put together unit. Its 
body design offers plenty of prac- 
tical space.

deals with art as an issue. I’m 
showing art which deals with life 
and beauty as an issue.’’ 

Along with Rutberg’s shocking 
reminder of the past, many of the 
show’s other pieces hearken back 
to a gentler, pre-modern age, 
when beauty was a primary focus 
of art. The show’s selection of 
landscapes and nature studies in- 
cludes some intriguing work, and 
others that are not as successful. 

Among the most successful 
landscapes are two petite, delicate 
paintings by Betsy Dubovsky, 
“Berkeley Hills,’’ and ‘‘Lake An- 
za.’’ These small pieces are 
dominated by thin, snaky lines of 
greens and yellows. Grassy 
undergrowth fills the frame, jut- 
ting toward the sky. There is a 
real sense of motion — one can 
almost see the grass sway- 
ing — and a delicacy that makes 
these pieces appealling.

Fresh Pear Pie with Pecan 
Crunch Topping 


3/4 cup chopped pecans 

6 cups peeled and sliced 
fresh pears (about 8 pears) 

1/3 cup flour 

1/3 cup-granulated sugar 

1/2 cup brown sugar 

1 tsp cinnamon 

1/4 tsp cardamom 

6 tbsp butter or margarine 

19-inch deep dish pie shell 


Preheat oven to 375 de- 
grees. 

Sprinkle 1/4 cup chopped 
pecans over the bottom of 
the pastry, pressing in 
slightly. Chill. 

In a large bowl, gently 


‘combine the pears with the 


granulated sugar and 2 table- 
spoons of the flour. In a se- 
parate bowl, mix the remain- 
ing flour with the brown su- 
gar, pecans, cinnamon, and 
cardamom. Add the butter 
and mix until crumbly, 
squeezing the mixture with 
your fingers. Turn pear mix- 
ture into the pastry shell and 
distribute the topping evenly 
over the pears. 

Bake at 375 degrees for 
approximately 40 minutes or 
until browned. Cool and 
serve as is or slightly warm 
with whipped cream or a 
small scoop of vanilla ice 
cream. 

Serves 6 to 8.

Mixture A: 


2 cups milk 
1 vanilla bean, scraped 
1/4 tsp salt

1/2 cup sugar 

1/4 cup semolina (available 
at health food stores and Italian 
delis) 

1 cup heavy cream 


Mixture B: 


1 envelope plain gelatin 
1/4 cup cold water 


Sauce: 


2 pints fresh raspberries 

4 tbsp Framboise liquor or 
Kirsch 

1/2 cup super fine sugar 


In a blender, puree berries, 
reserving a dozen good- 
looking berries for garnish- 

= ing. Add to the puree the li- 
quor and the sugar. Re- 
frigerate. 

Put all Mixture A ingre- 
dients in a heavy bottomed 
saucepan, and bring to a 
boil, whisking constantly. As 
soon as the mixture boils, 
lower the heat and simmer 
gently until thick, about 5 
minutes. 

Combine Mixture B and 
stir to dissolve gelatin. Mix 
gelatin into hot semolina, 
stirring thoroughly. Cool in 
refrigerator but do not let it 
set. 

Whip cream until just stiff 
and fold into cooled semo- 
lina mixture. 

Oil a 4-cup mold and pour 
in. Chill several hours. To 
unmold, gently run a bread 
knife around the mold and 
dip the mold in a basin of hot 
water for 20 seconds. Cover 
with a plate and unmold. 
Serve with raspberry sauce 
only at time of serving.
